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Adopt-A-Family Underway In Elba

It was spring break and Elba resi- 
dent Marsha Oggs and her children 
were spending the week soaking up 
the warm sun in Panama City Beach, 
Florida. The sunshine on the beach 
contrasted sharply with the rainy 
weather back home, Marsha was 
concerned about all of the rainfall 
Elba had been getting during the 
week and called her husband to sce 
if she needed to come home early, 
He told her to stay in Florida and 
have fun. There was nothing to wor- 
ry about. 

Elba residents had never expected 
the levy, which protected their town 
from flooding, to break. Yet in the 
carly morning hours of March 17, 
steady rains sent flood waters from 
the Pea River bursting through the 
levy, into the town of Elba. When 
Marsha returned later that morming, 
the unthinkable had happened. The 
flood waters had not only destroyed 
her home, but her family's two busi- 
nesses as well, 

"I would estimate our losses at 
around half a million dollars," says 
Oggs. "We would've had our cloth- 
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ing business paid off in just six 
years. Now I'll be seventy-two by 
the time we get it paid," 

Marsha says one of the biggest 
frustrations she's encountered during 
her whole ordeal in the sense of 
helplessness. 

‘I'm a worker," she says, "I'm a 
person who hunts solutions to get 
things done, But in this case, there 
wasn't anything I or anybody else 
could do to stop this." 

Oggs is one of the hundreds of 
Elba residents who will spend the 
better part of the rest of their lives 
getting things back to normal after 
the flood, Fortunately, Oggs and her 
husband have made arranged to live 
with his family until their house is 
restored. Many Elba residents aren't 
that lucky, 

In many cases, living conditions 
are very bad. many families can only 
afford to live in the washed out hulls 
of their houses until they can gel 
their dwellings restored. 

The Coffee County Extension 
Service, in conjunction with Ala-* 
bama Home Economics Assoc. and 
the Governor's Office, has organized 
the "Adopt-A-Family Program." The 
program puts Elba flood victims in 
touch with families across the state 
who are willing to provide furniture, 
clothing and other, items that flood 
victims might need. ) 

In addition to donating items, ser- 
vices are also needed. If you're tal- 
ented with carpentry, plumbing, 
roofing and other kinds of household 
crafts, we encourage you to lend 
these skills to a needy family. 

As one who's experienced all the

BRAVO SPRAYING 

Many peanut growers ‘are consid- 
ering whether to spray for leafspot 
control or not. As long as your pea- 
nuts are dry and wilted, there is very 
litle leaf growth. You would be 
spraying the same leaves you did last 
time. 

So hold up on your spray sched- 
ule until we get some rain. You will 
want to apply you spray just prior to 
a rain. When we do get rain, the fo- 
liar disease will spread quickly, 
FIELD CROPS FIELD DAY 

The Wiregrass Experiment Sta- 
tion in Headland will be hosting a 
Field Crops Field Day on Tuesday, 
August 28, starting at 8:30 a.m. and 
lasting until about noon. 

This meeting is open to anyone 
who would like to attend. Of course, 
the main focus will be on peanut 
production. We will be looking at 
various control measures for white 
mold on peanut production. We will

PUMPKIN PRODUCTION 

There generally is a pretty good 
market for locally grown pumpkins 
Yowards the end of October. One of 
the keys for producing pumpkins for 
this market is to plant them no earli- 
er than June 15. Pumpkins grow well 
here, but if they are planted before 
that date, they will mature and ripen 
in July and august and then it is diffi- 
cult to store them until October, 

The perfect storage temperature if 
55 degrees F. Not many of us have a 
place to store them at that tempera- 
ture. If you want to try to keep them, 
you should at least get them in the 
shade and up off the ground. Pallets 
work well. Pumpkins do not store 
well when stacked. 

The major problem is with in- 
sects. Insects love pumpkins. Insects 
attack both the vine and the pump- 
kin. You can think you have a filed 
full of pumpkins about ready to pick 
and a few days later discover the in- 
sects have already harvested them 
for you. So you have to Slay on a 
strict spray schedule. 

As far as variety to plant, the 
Mammoth is about the best if you 
want to win the largest pumpkin con- 
test. However, this variety doesn't 
usually produce many pumpkins. 
The Connecticut Field Pumpkin is 
probably the highest yielding varicty 
for this area and does well for eating 
and carving. The varieties Jack 
O'Lantem and Funny Face do well 
and almost any variety available will 
do OK. 

4-H PUMPKIN CONTEST 

The 4-H Pumpkin Contest weigh- 
in date was set for October 25 from 
5 to 6 p.m, However, quite a few 
pumpkins are ready now. Since it is 
so hard to keep them until late Octo-

The many steps of cleaning that 
the peanut goes through before it is 
processed are proof that the industry 
1s dedicated to producing a high- 
quality, safe product for us as consu- 
mers to have. This quality starts with 
the farmer that produces and har- 
vests the peanut. 

It is an industry-wide effort to 
keep peanut butter and other prod- 
ucts good and safe. You can rest as- 
sured that peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich is healthy for your chil- 
dren to eat.

PEANUT SPRAYING 

Most of our peanut fields are in a 
severe drought. If your peanuts are 
nol growing any, your need for leaf- 
spot control is greatly diminished. 
Our recommendation is to spread 


your spraying out. You may be able 
to Save a spraying or you might have 
a spraying left that you can use later 
on while you are waiting for a rain 
and the peanut to produce a crop. 
Again, you should make this deter- 
mination on a field by field basis, In 
some areas we have continued to get 
little rain. Therefore, you should Slay 
on your regular spray schedule, 

I realize this drought is real seri- 
ous now, and you should be consid- 
ering every way you can to keep 
your expenses down, Spreading your 
Sprays Out may be one way, 

FLEA CONTROL 

Are fleas Over-running your pet 
and home this summer? It's not sur- 
prising, since the insects thrive in 
hot, muggy weather, 

If you're ready to declare war on 
fleas this summer, there are several 
steps you should take to ensure that 
the troublesome pests don't return. 
First, before applying insecticides in- 
side the home, make sure you wash 
Out pet bedding thoroughly. Don't 
forget to wash your pet thoroughly, 
too. Also be sure to vacuum your 
carpet, furniture and other areas of 
the house where the pet has roamed. 
Once you've carefully vacuumed and 
gotten people and pets out of the 
house, then you apply your insecti- 
cide, 

Several insecticides are available, 
Flea bombs are easier to use, but di- 
rect treatment with sprays appears to 
be more effective. Whatever insecti- 
cides you use, make sure you care- 
fully read the label and only use the 
product according to directions.

The commission in their regular 
meeting Monday morning awarded 
the contract for the paving of County 
Roads 19, 21, & 58. All of these 
roads are in the Lee Community and 
were damaged by trucks hauling 
clay used in the repair of the Elba 
levee. Wiregrass Construction com- 
pany was awarded the paving con- 
tract at bid price of $249,851.00. 

Tabled was the bid for paving the 
parking lots at the Enterprise Court- 
house and the Farm Center in New 
Brockton. Commissioner Bill Faulk 
Stated that this should not keep being 
put off since both parking areas were 
in bad need of resurfacing. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose 
agreed, but Commissioner Sid Ave- 
rett expressed his concerns over 
funding since the county will be 
footing the total bill. The road pav- 
ing is being paid for by FEMA 
(75%), AEMA (10%), and 15% by 
the State of Alabama Highway De- 
partment, 5 

Also, the commissioners came 
one step closer to finalizing the ac- 
quisition of funds to construct the 
new county jail in New Brockton. 
They signed a formal resolution ap- 
proving the official financial state- 
ment of the county and the minutes 
recording the agreement to sell 
bonds for the purpose of funding the 
new jail. 

Howard, Weil, Labouissee, Frie- 
drichs, Inc. was contracted to sell the 
bonds to raise the $2.5 million for a 
fee of $2,500.00. Murry Vaughan 
and Louis Cardinal, II, representa- 
tives from the securities firm, were 
in attendance at the commission 
meeting to answer any questions 
from the commissioners.

Four laning of U.S. 84 
topic of discussion

On Wednesday, August 22, dur- 
ing a meeting organized by the Do- 
than Area Chamber of Commerce, 
Mayor, County Commission Chair- 
men, Probate Judges, State Senators, 
State Representatives, and Chamber 
of Commerce officials from the fol- 
lowing Alabama counties met to dis- 
cuss the future of U.S. Highway 84: 
Choctaw, Clark, Coffee, Conecuh, 
Covington, Dale, Houston, and Mon- 
roe, 

Elba's Mayor, Fred Moore was in 
attendance at this meeting. 

It was established that there exists 
a great need to provide a 4-lane con- 
nection to Georgia and Mississippi. 
Georgia has completed or has under 
contract all but 40 miles of U.S. 84, 
and Mississippi has a long-range 
plan that includes the four-laning of 
U.S. 84 throughout the State. Of 
equal importance is the need to sup- 
ply access from Ft. Rucker to other 
4-lane arteries, such as U.S. 231 
North and South and U.S. 431 
North. 

A 4-lane U.S. 84, connecting 
Georgia to I-65 and Mississippi, will 
help promote tourism and industrial 
development, as well as provide 
greater safety for all users. It will en- 
able Alabama residents to travel East 
and West on a safer State highway. 

To expedite the completion of the 
highest traffic and fatality sections, 
choosing low cost routes and utiliz- 
ing existing lanes where possible, we 
might follow the long-range, high- 
way planning examples of Georgia 
and Mississippi. Planned overpasses 
and controlled access will pay future 
dividends in increased through traf- 
fic, 

The right-a-way between Dale- 
ville and Enterprise has already been 


acquired, as has the right-of-way 
from Daleville to Wicksburg. The 
right-a-way has been selected from 
Ashford to Gordon and acquired 
from Gordon East to the Georgia 
line. 

"The four-laning of U.S. High- 
way 84 has always been a dream for 
the residents and would-be travelers 
of South Alabama," stated Powell 
Brewton, Co-Chairman of the Do- 
than Area Chamber of Commerce 
Highway Transportation Committee.

Tax Return Can Be Taken 
For Child Support 


Coffee County residents who are 
owed bavtk child support by former 
spouses may be able to intercept 
their former spouses’ tax return next 
year, 

“The Department of Human Re- 
sources is taking applications from 
families who have not already ap- 
plied to collect delinquent child sup- 
port payments throught income tax 
refund intercepts,” said Coffee 
County DHR Director Ron Smith. 

Human Resources, the state agen- 
cy responsible for the Child Support 
Program, can intercept both state and 
federal tax refunds with the coopera- 
tion of the Internal Revenue Service 
and the Alabama Department of 
Revenue. 

The aGency is taking application 
for the interception of tax refunds 
absent parents -- usually fathers -- 
will receive in 1991, The deadline 
for applications is August 3, 1990. 

Applications are only being taken 
from families who are not receiving 
Aid to Dependent children (ADC) 
benefits from the Department of Hu- 


_ man Resources. 


In order to apply for the tax inter- 
cept, applicants must: 

--be owed at least $150 in delin- 
quent child support. The debt must 
be undisputed. 

--provide Human Resources with 
the name and Social Security num- 
ber of the absent parent. 

--pay a $5 fee for the intercept 
program. The fee for regular Human 
Resources child support services 
ranges from $5 to $25 according to 
the household income. Both fees 
must be paid at the time of applica- 
tion. The director said that persons 
interested in either the tax intercept 
program or regular child support ser- 


vices should call the Coffee County 
Department of Human Resources at 
347-5865.

Grocery Price Increase And 


Decrease During 


The cost of a typical market bas- 
ket of 35 grocery items during July, 
1990 ranged from $50.61 to $59.60 

In Alabama's Second Congres- 
sional District. A survey conducted 
by the Center For Business and Eco- 
nomic Services and the Small Busi- 
ness Development Center at Troy 
State University indicated that the 
average cost of 35 items in five cit- 


ies was $53.00, which reflected a 0.2 
percent increase since June, “1990 
and 3.4 percent increase over July, 
1989. In Dothan, a typical market 
basket of grocery items ranged from 
$51.28 to $59.60 while in Montgom- 
ery the range was $50.64’ to $58.36. 
At the same time, the range in Troy 
was $49.73 to $57.54. 

Average prices increased in three 
of the five major food categories; 
while two declined. Fruits and Vege- 
tables increased 2.0 percent while 
Cereal & Bakery Products category 
increased 0.1 percent. In the Other 
Foods category, the average price 
decreased 0.5 percent. Meats, Poul- 
try, Fish and Eggs decreased 0.6 per- 
cent and Dairy Products category in- 
creased 1.3 percent. Within the 35 
item market basket, 16 items experi- 
enced price increases and 17 items 
experienced price decreases while 
two remained the same. 

In the Cereal & Bakery products 
Category rice and corn flakes de- 
creased in price, 

For the Meats, Poultry, Fish and 
Egg group, a lower price was record- 
ed for chicken breasts, eggs frank- 
furters, hamburger, pork chops, 
round steaks and tuna. Bacon, frying 
chicken, chuck roast, and T-Bone 
steak were on the average higher 
during the month of July, 1990,

Among Fruits and Vegetables, av- 
erage price increases occurred in cat- 
egories of bananas, lettuce, stick 
margarine, Oranges, and tomato soup 
while apples, carrots, yellow onions, 
frozen orange juice, potatoes, and to- 
matoes experienced a price decrease 
during the month of July, 1990, 

The survey indicated that the av- 
erage of coffee and cola was lower 
than last month. 

The categories of food items as 
developed by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics in preparing the Consumer 
Price Index were utilized. Joseph W. 
Creek, Director, Center for Business 
and Economic Services and Small 
Business Development Center, Troy 
State University, coordinated the 
survey.

Commercial driver license testing 
is scheduled to begin in October in 
Alabama, By April 1992 all com- 
mercial drivers in Alabama must 
have a commercial drivers license.

Winter Grazing For Livestock 


Stan Windham - Associate County Agent 


During August of each year most 
farmers’ attention turns to harvesting 
peanuts, selling calves, and many are 
thinking about what and when to 
plant their winter grazing for the up- 
coming fall and winter grazing peri- 
od, Generally speaking, most folks 
are going to plant rye, ryegrass, clo- 
ver, or a combination of two or three

of these, In the past few years we 
have had more oats go in and also 
some wheat. In the next few para- 
graphs, I want to give you an pre- 
view of each of these crops. 

Rye has been the old tried and 
true winter grazing crop for us for 
many years. Rye can be successfully 
planted her in South Alabama from

along August through November. 
My own personal preference is late 
September through October. The 
main reason for this is if you plant it 
too early, I have seen it actually try 
to head out, depending on the kind 
of weather we have, in the fall of the 
year. The heading out process can 
take place even before December. In 
a mixture with rye you can plant rye- 
grass along about the same time or 
you can separate them. Rye is best 
planted about an inch deep wheras 
ryegrass can be planted anywhere 
from right on top of the ground to 
one-fourth inch. Both crops can be 
broadcast on disked with very good 
results. Rye will give you a lot of 
good early grazing whereas ryegrass 
will come on for you and do a little 
better over in the early to late spring 
and carry sometimes as late as June, 

Wheat continues to be a good al- 
ternative to rye if ryeseed is too high 
or for some other reason you don't 
want to plant it. In fact, wheat, for- 
age wheat in particular,has worked 
very well for horses, and they actual- 
ly seem to prefer it when given the 
choice of wheat or rye. The only dif- 
ference I have seen when comparing 
wheat to rye is wheat does not jump 
up and give you that early flush of 
growth that rye does but it will jump 
ahead of ryegrass. 

Oats are another small grain va- 
riety that we have planted a lot in the 
last few years. There is no question 
to the nutritional value of oats. Not 
only the forage, but the grain is some 
of the highest protein we have avail- 
able to grow. The biggest problem 
we have with oats it with a freeze 
they tend to be the first to go. If you 
want to plant oats, they can be plant- 
ed just like wheat, rye and ryegrass. 
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The clovers continue to be a su- 
per way to get a legume crop on the 


ground and some good quality nutri-

time. My two favorites to plant in 
combination rye, ryegrass, oats or 
wheat are the Arrowleaf and Crim- 
son Clover varieties. With in the Ar- 
rowleaf varieties the Yucchi is a 
good clover to plant if you want late 
spring grazing out of you clover, 
Crimson Clover will give you the 
early growth that Yucchi won't. It 
will begin to play out sometime in 
March wheras Yucchi will play out 
sometimes as late as June. Of the 
Crimson varieties my favorite if the 
Tibbee. This variety is the earliest 
maturing clover that I know of that 
we can plant as far as annual clovers. 
It should fix its nitrogen and be done 
with what it is going to do by the 
first of March. In test plots I have 
run I have gotten the most and 
quickest growth from Tibbee as 
compared to all other clovers. Chief 
and Dixie Crimson Clover are also 
good varietics. 

My favorite mixture would be 
rye, ryegrass and Crimson clover on 
open ground. If I was going to over- 
seed on sod ground, I would proba 
bly include some Arrowleaf. The 
only problem you have including Ar- 
roleaf is it tends to choke out your 
Bahia in the spots where it is grow- 
ing. Crimson may do the same thing. 

I don't have enough space in this 
new column to go into varieties, 
rates, fertility, etc. So we will cover 
this in a later article. A variety sheet 
is available upon request from the 
Extension Office. I hope these rec- 
ommendations will help you in your 
decision on what to plant for winter 
grazing. If I can be of further help, 
give me a call at 894-5596.

Fears About War

The current unrest in the Middle 
East is disturbing to all of us. For 
those who have sent loved ones 


overseas to defend the freedom of 


distant Arab lands, the emotions run 
very deep. Our children may be 
among the most vulnerable of all 
during those unstable times. Their 
fear of war, even if it is taking place 
in a far away land, may be greater 
that we think, 

Nowadays, estimates of the po- 
tential for destruction resulting from 
a military conflict are often broad- 
cast. These broadcasts, and news of 
a military buildup or even a reduc- 
tion in the size of armies can evoke 
fear in youngsters. Children as 
young as age 6 may suffer from 
fears, nigumares, and despair caused 
by the answers of the possibility of 
destruction. 

It's normal for children to experi- 
ence fear.. Many children between 
the age 3-6 often confuse reality 
with dreams and fantasy, attribute 
human, lifelike qualities to inani- 
mate objects, and often feel out of 
control, unable to influence what is 
happening to them, These things 
make younger children more fearful. 

But when they have fears, real or 
imagined, children need help in deal- 
ing with them. Get your child to talk 
about his or hers fears. Fears can 
multiply and become more difficult 
to manage if they are not expressed. 
Provide gnnortunities for your chil- 
dren to raise topics that are bothering

them. Accept their fears and anger as 
normal; it's okay for us to feel that 
way sometimes, especially about 
war, Let your children use art, pup- 
pets, and dramatic plays as ways to 
express fears. Share your own fears 
about war only if you can do so 
without burdening you children, Es- 
pecially, talk with them about how 
you cope with fears, : 

Give you children appropriate, ac- 
curate information about war. For in- 
stance, tell them that there are no 
bombs in the house, that bombs don't 
get angry and blow up, and that their 
misbehaviors docs not cause wars. 
Wars are caused by leaders and citi- 
zens of countries who cannot solve 
their problems by talking and reach- 
ing a peaceful resolution. 

Teach your children about public 
policy involvement, that they can 
make a difference. They don't need 
to feel entirely helpless during a mil- 
itary crisis. You might ave to draw 
pictures that illustrate their feelings, 
and write or dictate letters to be sent 
to heads of state. In the past, chil- 
dren's activist groups have mounted 
a campaign for peace that have 
touched the hearts of world leaders. 

Finally, teach your children to 
deal with conflict in a positive and 
nonviolent way. Talk to children 
about war toys (e.g. for défense, not 
offense) and TV violence. Empha- 
size cooperative play. Model posi- 
tive, nonviolent behavior. Help chil- 
dren have fun being peacemakers.

Keep Crepe Myrtles At- 
tractive 

Aphids often become a problem 
on crepe myrtles during August and 
September. Sooty mold then begins 
to feed on the honey dew secreted by 
the aphids. The sooty mold is re- 
sponsible for the black, unattractive 
appearance of the foliage. To pre- 
vent sooty mold, spray for aphid 
control. Orthene, Malathion, Cygon 
or Diazinon will do a good job in 
controlling aphids. 

Roses Need Pruning 

Prune roses for a fall flush of 
blooms. Plan you pruning 6 wecks 
prior to the time you want plants to 
bloom profusely in the fall, For-ex- 
ample, for early October blooms, 
plan to prune by late August. Re- 
move small, unproductive canes and 
shorten vigourous one considerably 
remembering to leave several sets of 
leaves to manufacture carbohydrates 
needed for plant growth. Cooler 
night temperature favor growth and 
nice flower color. 

Fertilizing and practicing a spray 
schedule are other important cultural 
steps needed to insure that your 
plants bloom properly an profusely. 


Fall Weed Control 
Vegetable Crops 


Weed control in vegetable fields 
should not end after the last picking 
of vegetables. In fact, weed control 
after the crop has been abandoned 
may be the most important part of 
your weed control problem. Weeds 
don't take vacations, and just about 
all of the annual weeds which infest 
vegetable crops can produce seed be- 
tween late August and the first frost. 
Unless these germinating weeds are 
controlled, they will produce an 
abundant crop of weed seeds which 
you will have to fight next year. Post 
harvest control of annual weeds can 
be obtained either by disking or 
mowing the area every two to three 


In 


weeks, Or by spraying with a foliar, 
non-selective herbicide such as 
Roundtop, The objective is to pre- 
vent seeds from maturing and falling 
to the ground. 

Perennial weeds such as nutsedge 
(nutgrass), bermudagrass and vines 
can also be treated after harvest to 
decrease or eliminate in a field. Till- 
age can help with some perennial 
weeds but mowing usually will not 
help. Two or three applications of 
Roundup spaced about a month apart 
will generally provide help control- 
ling perennial weeds.
